ARGUMENT. 


P ERS EUS was the Son of Jupiter by Danae, 


whom he decerved under the Form of a 
Shower of Gold. Acriſius, the Father of Danae, 
expoſed her and her Son Perſeus in a Cheſt on 
the Sea, for fear of a Prediction (ubich Per- 
ſeus afterwards fulfilPd) that he ſhould be 
lain by his Grandſon; but the Lady and her 
Son were, notwithſtanding, by the Care of Jupiter 
preſerved. When Perleus came of Age, he was 
preſented by Mercury with a Falchion and Pair 
of Wings ;by Minerva,with the celebrated Shield 
Ægis: And thus equipp d and mounted on Pe- 
gaſus, he ſet out in queſt of Adventures. His 
firfl was againſ{ the Gorgons, whom he over- 
came; and cuiting offf the Head of Meduſa, 
which had the miraculous Property of turning 
whoever look'd on it into Stone, he placed it 
on his Shicld, and by the Force thereof tranſ* 
formed Atlas into a Rock. Aﬀter this At- 
chievement, flying to the Ethiopian Shore, he 
there found Andromeda naked, and chained to 
a Rock by the Sea-ſide. This Lady was the 
Daughter of Cepheus King of Ethiopia 7 
Caſſiope, who hating been imprudent enough

to rival the Nymphs in Beauty, they in Re- 
venge cauſed: her Daughter Andromeda 70 be 
thus bound and expoſed to the Fury of a Sea- 
Monſter ; her Father and Mother at the Time 
of Perſeus's Arrival were ſianding by her, de- 
ploriug their Misfortunes : The Hero, after 
hearing her Story, promiſed, on Condition of 
her becoming his Wife, to releaſe her: But 
while they were ſpeaking, the Monſler with 4 
prodigious roaring and laſhing the Waves with 
his Tait approached the Shore : Perſeus im- 
mediately attack'd him, and a moſt terrible 
Combat enſued ; but at laſt he flew the Mon- 
ſter, and delivered the Lady. The joyful Pa- 
rents performed their Promiſe of giving him 
their Daughter ; and the Marriage of Perſeus 
and Andromeda being ſolemnized with the ut- 
moſt Magnificence, they reſigned to him their 
Kingdom.
